manilests; in others, bowever, the obscuratisn
eaduares for severn] minutes, nod good opporia-
nity 18 allorded for observiug sod recoriing the
attendant appearanues, Now, in the ectipse ln
question the gun will be hidden for more thano
B1X minutes, nearly the maxiwum possible inter-
val, and the astionomers Are oa the gui
vive with preparstions lor making the best nie
of this time In seltling muot goe-tions now ex-
jsting, snd 1o glewning nexy facis for the
advancement of their comprenensive scloence,

Oue uniorivpaie circamsinuee is that the
gpeciaole oan ouly be witnessed Lo sitantions far
removed from the grest centres of Earopean
civilzation; for the shadow path of the moon
passes over Iudia, the Malay Peninsala, and the
Orwental Islands. Bal this has not deterred the
gavong ftom Lheir search atter knowledge;
Indin, at ol events, offers & vantage ground for
the observers, which asaple preparstions have
been wade to occupy. Scheaes have bLeen
discuped, expeusive psiraments have been
made, and cyes and brads l.'tlri:!ully_ tratued to
uge them: and well.equipped cxpeditions have
been nttea out.  Ledrned socleties have given
thieir brains, aod governmeots their moneys,
gud all tuatb tar cight and foresizht can do has
been done 1o make the event a frultfal one Lo
selence; for it ony be centuries ere an eclipse
ol such mazuitade will ocour agaiu,

In tines when minde were doll and aningair-
ing, aud when eses hod no (elescopes to ald
them in pryiog mto the haltsrevealed seerets of
nuture, s =olar cehpse wis o thing 1o bs wol-
red at, frightened at, avd passed over. The
five years' war hetwron the Modes and Lydinus
was Lrought to n closae by an eclipse, whiclh so
gonred the rival armies that they made peace,
The fenrs engendered by such a tarning of day
into wight lustwed for conturies, for William of
Malmesbury rélates of an eclipse that oecurr«d
in 1140, that peréons while sithing at their meals
woere so frightencd by the sudden darkness, that
ithey rnu out irvm their houses, fearing that the
puciwnt chaos wus apont o return; anl later
historians tell o1 simiar effects,. Tne vague
aud  awe-lnspired  sccoauts  that were in
former times given ol {lhose phenomena
gnave way to others having some pretensions
to folpess aod precision, sbout the commence-
ment of the last ceptury; probably the frst
well observed velipse was one which took place

A proioand stillness
rejene:dd in  the air: the birds cewsed
to sing” The [Fnglish Royal Astrouo-
mer, Hulley, in relating the eflfects of the
eclipse ol 1715, passed over the coucern, observ-
able in all kinds of birds, anlmata. and dshea, s
¢ consequence too obvious to be noticed when
even he and others could mot escaps from a
gense ol Lorres; and cool, experienced onservers,
Enowing wha' 1o expect, buve been & ve-stricken
avihe coming on of the unenrtiily gloom. For
the darkeniog is not ke that of nieht; although
It 18 nearly as intense, it is of iar ditferent cha-
mweter. Toe =ky assumes a porple bluck color,
and nppears to tall upon the earth; the atmos:
phere avd terrestriel objects take nstrange tint
that some huve described as a livid yellow!
oihers as durk green, otherr as au olive hue.
Mrs, Airy, who obseryed with ber husbund at
Tourin, 1842, enia that the edeot was liks that
produced oy looking at o landscape through
very durk greculsn glass, Of several explana-
tions whbich huve besn offered to account for
this appareut change of color, that which
refers 11 10 physiclogical causes I8 the most
plaveible, 4his theory stiributes the eifect to
contrast; the chupge from one sitate of Mlami-
nation to sapotuer fs very eondden, and the
duration of the darkuess is 100 sbort to allow
the ese 10 recornize the specide hue of colirad
objecis. 1t may be thut durinz an ceolipse of
long tolnlity, like that which is comng, the
optic perves may have time Lo recover from the
sudden shoek erused by the lnstwatancons durck-
ening, and townrds the end of the obscuration
sy fee objects as puder an ordinary twilight
aspect.

Eublr peculinrity in u total rolar eclipse is tha
alo of white phosphorescent hight that entirely
surrounds the bleck dise of the moon, Halley
aptly pretared this teature to the popuolar eye by
compuring 1t to the radisting spoearance wiln
which painters surround the heads of saints, The
historians of the snte Christisn ern who were
foriunate enough to beholt solnr ec.ipses mnke
wention of tue phevomenon; they gave it the
neme of the corona, by whieh it bas since beéen
kEnown, Obiervers who huve se#n it upon recent
occunons giwve the most vuried desgriptions of it:

Into luminous poluts, and prosents the popenr
ance of A string of hright beads, This pheno.
meuon, which has since been resosoiged as
{2 gomatimes, but ot always,
soeng It is very vasily accounted for. The moon's
edge §a not perfectly smooth; mountalus and

valleys giva 14 o serrated oathine, and wnen the
margins of the moon and sun are juet overlap-
ping, the sun's margin w just visiole through
the ehinks and crannies of that of {the moon,

and gives thie appentaves of a chaplet ol beads,
A sheet of prper Inid under n saw, so that its
edge jusl peeps between the teeth, repauts the
appraravce which, as it leads to notlilong, may
be diemissed forthwith,

But by fartbe wost interestiuge aud snggestive
of eclipse phenomenn are the red-colored masees
of light {hat are scen Lo exude apparently from
the mosn’s circumiererce, These protuberances

were first corsorily noticed oy one Ouptain
Btanyun, duting the ¢ohpse of 1706, Flamsteed,
Evnglind’ first A-trovomer Royal, saye in a

letter to the Koval Soclety that “the Captain 19
the tirst muu i ever heard of that ook noties ol
o red streak of Haht preceding the emersion ol

| the sun's body from a total echip=e, and I
take motice of it to youn because it infers
thut the mwoen has an satmosplers”  Then

at the eclipse of 1773 two olher observers saw
somethive of the sanie churueter, But, ouri-
ously, these records for o oog tiwe eseaped the
atteution ol asvronomers, nud when they larped
their eyes and glasses upon the eclipse of 1847,
they were fgnorant of wbit their predecessors
haa seen and voted, Thes guzed ot the slowly
disappesring sun in anxions expectuney, pro-
purcd to see something strangs, bat knowing
pot whnt., Inagzme their sueprise wheo, as the
Inst  ¢limpge  of tlie solar dise was
shut opt by the wdvoociug moon, they
saw  the black edee ol Likt mleér gar-
nished in tome parts with a blood-red bor-
der, aud 1o others with sheaves ui rosetite hight
and tnitia of glowing 1! 2. The observer:
were electritied with this npparition; they were
aotrépared to moasure or to depict; aad before
they had time to collect themselves, and satiafy
their e¢yes nnd miuds that npeither had been
under iitusion, tke sun reappenrcd, and the
murvelious phepomeun vamshed, All anxiety
then came 1o be cenired upon the wext great
celipse. This happencd 'n 1851, The experi.
enees purchnsed upon previous ocensions were

turned to acoount o preparing nstriaections
anid  lavipg dowu scheémos of  onservation
for this, The British As<ccintion, with the

ca-opi ratiou of sone toreign astronomers, drew
up aud circulated a pamphie! of sugee-tions to
ivtendiog observers, nud instruments sud eyes
were made ready for acrion, Al the phenomena
Ol an eclipse were provided for, as regards obser-
vition and record of them: but the *ted promi-
nences’”’ were literully the prowiwent points of
intergst, The sbndow puth of this eclipse passed
over porthern Hurope, and aloug it, chiefly in
Bweden, the obseryers, ke a party of skir-
mishers, digposid themsclves, This time they
were forewaroed, aud so forearwed; koowing
what to look for and how to see it
Circumssuness proved favorahie, and when
the totulity came on, the anxionsly ex-
poected jusy CXCTPSOENCEs SHone Torvl 1o Gl thery
glory, Mumny observers saw them, estioated
their ize, and mapped and drew them Several
of the questions that had been ramsed were
declied. Foremost amoug these wag, whether
the prominences were nttachod to the moon or
to the sup? Well, some observers asserted thas
proiuberauces on the enstern side beeame
quickly hidden, wh'le others #prang up ou the
western side: that je, they were respectively
covered aud revealed on the enstero und western
bordegs of the sun by the advanciog moon. o
it wa. established almost to nocertatiuty thal the

romioences were part god parcsl ol the sun,

Jut  other  bewilderiog questions aroa:e,
When the drawipgs of didercnt  obser
vers  were cowmpared, disgrepnucles  were
1evesled  that  were  stsvecly  attnbutable
to errors of observaton, D oon the
forms und eharacteristics of some of the more

remarkable ot the red masses no two ob-érvers
were in agreement,  Pleiores and descriptions
were wike irreconcilable; they left an im ores-
sion, upon the minds of thowe who exa ninad
them, that tbere was some miraee-like aiffoet
thut mapilested fsell vuariously o diderent
ey en,

"Nine years passed away, and at their end
came the tamous echipse'of 1860, which was most
favorubly visible in uccessibie paris ot Spain.
Durlog the nine yeuars o valuible adjuoet o
telescopie observa’lon had been pressed uto
the ustronomer’s carvice. Photozraphy, in its
south in 1851, bud boen wrought to perlee-
tion by 1860, and hLus been  successfally
apolied to the depictlon of celestinl objects,
notahly the spots on the suo and the surfuce
frregularities of 1he moon.

To do justice to theee observations, two well
fornished expeditions bave been orgavized in
this country, respectively under the aunspices of
the Royal and the Royal Astronomicsl Socle.
ties. Lieotenaut Herschel (o =on of Sir John),
of the Todian Burvey stufl, takes churge of the
former, nnd Major Tenpant, of the same ser-
viee, dircets the Intter, Both have been supplied
with exeellent telescopes and polarizing and
spectrulizing apparatus; Mojor Yennant, in ads
dition, huving gecured the manutacture for the
cecnsion of a valuuble reflecting telescope of
Inree size, forthe purpose of photographing the
eclipse phicnomena. Other oflicers of the survey
siafl’ will be dispersed along the track of the
eclipse, nnd will be wrmed with spectrosoopes,
aud such appliances as the country muy sifford,
in order that whatis loat by bad weather in one

spot may be eecured elsewhere, Other conn.
tries, too, will have thelr expeditions. Fraoce
furnishies two and Prassisa one, and for thes:
